Wife-Killer James 
Hears His Doom 


LO.S ANGELE.S. (JP) —Without any sign of reaction, 
flobert S. .jame.s, red-haired, green-eyed master barber from 
Flirmingham, Ala., heard him.self sentenced today to hang 
for the death of his seventh wife. 

He was convicted of murdering Mrs. Mary Busch .James 

by drowning her In a bathtub aft¬ 
er causing a rattic.snake to bite 
her foot. Her bod.y was found in 
a lily pond at their home. 

(Mrs. James was found deail 
j just a few weeks after she and 
I James were married in Santa Ana 
in the summer of 19:15.) 

.\o Date .Set 

.Superior Judge Charles W. 
Frieke denied a motion for a new 
trial and doomed James to die 
"at .some future time." He .set no 
(late because of the new Califor¬ 
nia law which provides automatic 
appeal of all death penalty cases 
to the state supreme court. 

Arguing for a new trial, Defense 
Counsel W. J. Clark contended the 
court erred in permitting pro.seeu- 
tors to bring into court two rattle¬ 
snakes and in permitting testi¬ 
mony about the death of James' 
fifth wife, Winona Wallace James, 
who was found drowned in an 
automobile ramp bathtub near 
Manitou, Colo. 

Snake Is Issue 

Clark .said the snakes horrified 
and prejudiced the jurors. At the 
trial, the state contended one of 
the snakes was the one James 
caused to strike his wife’s foot. 
Judge Frieke, in answering Clark’s 
passenger elevator, 1 argument today, .said the snake 
was offered in evidence as an in¬ 
strument of death and therefore 
properly came before the jury's 
view. 

Although Colorado authorities 
decided Winona James death was 
accidental. Judge Frieke said he 
felt testimony in the trial here 
showed James eau.sed her death 
al.so. I 

Mrs. Winona James was serious- [ 
ly injured in an automobile plunge 
or Pike’s Peak a few days before ' 
she wa.s found dead in the bath- ' 
tub.

over submit their problems to this 
company, he said. 

Committee members were first 
taken through the laboratory, 
where .Mr. Leo diseus.secl and dem¬ 
onstrated citrus oils taken from 
the peeling of .such fruits as lem¬ 
ons, oranges and limes. The.se 
oils, partieularly oil of lemon, he 
stated, are used a.s the basis for 
flavors of most bottled beverages, 
and in making perfumes, lotions, 
treams, etc. Among other things, 
he called attention to a bundle of 
vanilla beans, grown on vines in 
Mexico, which must be properly 
prepared before use, taking as long 
a.s nine months for the sweating 
and sorting process, after which 
time they are used in making va¬ 
nilla extract. 

Mr. r^eo then continued through 
the other rooms, explaining the 
Utige machines u.sed to squeeze 
lemons, to concent race the various 
fruits, and to extract oils, The 
cylinders, which strain the various 
juices, and other equipment in the 
plant are washed every evening 
after the ilay’s work is finished, 
he pointed out, so that all prod¬ 
ucts are clean and pure. Upon a 
recent inspection by government 
officials this plant was given the 
highc.st rating for the cleanest 
plant in the state of California, he 
reported.

NothinpT detracts as much from 
our appearance as does dull, dead¬ 
looking, lusterless hair. The 
weekly or bi-weekly shampoo at 
home or at the hair dresser's will 
do its part, but every-day care 
and attention will add greatly to | 
the benefits. 

Frequent methodical and thor¬ 
ough comhing and brushing are 
ab.solutely essential. A comh 
should be chosen whose teeth are 
long enough to po.ss through the 
mesh of hair and reach the scalp. 
The teeth should not be sharp 
pointed so as to scratch the scalp.

Kunlight anri frc.sh air are 
great hair tonics, hut like every¬ 
thing else, you can get too mmh 
of it. Sunlight not only stimulates 
growth, but it removes any musty 
odor .and arlds to the freshness .and i 
real beauty of the hair's appear- 
a nee. 

The best time for the sun hath 
Is imnii'diately after the shampoo, 
while the h.air is being brushed 
and combed, hut it shoulfl not lie 
too long or too frequent. Al.so re¬ 
member to remove all free w.ater , 
before exposing the hair to the 
direct sunlight, as the water can I 
Ret as a burning glass and the 
hair is scorched.

Most people perhaps will believe this penalty rather 
light, since the culprit knew he was in non-smoking area 
and preferred to take a chance with the lives and prop¬ 
erty of others rather than control his .selfish whim for a 
smoke. The people who lost cabins and cars in the blaze 
will be especially indignant. 

Let’s hope the jail term—light as it is—will be a suf¬ 
ficient lesson to him and to others who smoke in Califor¬ 
nia’s tinder-covered hills and canyons.

The farmer 
pays 6 government taxes; 6 are paid by the grain eleva¬ 
tor; 4 are paid by the flour mill; II are paid by the rail¬ 
roads; 7 are paid by the flour trucker; 11 are paid by 
each baking company; and 7 arc paid by retail dis¬ 
tributors. 

Taken all together, this amounts to about 2 cents on 
a 10 cent loaf. Everybody pays taxes—especially the poor 
man who i.s soaked without realizing it.
